groups of Macedonian revolution- 
aries are suspected of having taken 
a hand in the crimes. 


The Bulgarian public is indignant 


at this constant sucession of assas- 
sinations which calls so much un- 
favorable attention to the country. 
The authorities, in spite Of their 
efforts, have been unable hitherto 
to effect any improvement in the 
situation. 


The most recent murder was that 


of the widely known Journalist Vas- 
ail Poundeff. The affair created im- 
mense excitement in Sofia, especial- 
ly when it became known that the 
assassins had been captured. They 
are to be tried in the Bulgarian 
criminal courts. The prisoners plead 
they were ordered by the Macedo- 
nian committee to commit the crime 
and even did not know the victim 
personally. 


It Is recalled that a former minis- 


ter of the Interior under the Stam- 
boulisky regime was 
assassinated 


because he made an effort to put 
a stop to the long series of crimes 
carried out in the name of nation- 
alism.

THE COUNTY HIGHWAY 
COMMITTEE "EXPLAINS" 


Running true to the prediction made 


by this newspaper in an editorial Wed- 
nesday, the county highway commit- 
tee on Thursday awarded the contract 
for compensation and liability insur- 
ance in the highway department to the 
Employers' Liability Insurance Co. of 
London, England, at the same price as 
this business was handed that com- 
pany on May 26, when the letting of 
the contract was found to be illegal 
because the committee had "over- 
looked" the necessary formality of ad- 
vertising for bids. 


Again the proposal of a Wisconsin 


mutual insurance company whose bid 
would have saved the county approxi- 
mately $1,200 was turned down, but 
much to the surprise of this newspapei 
the committee has attempted an ex- 
planation of its action. 
Acting as 


spokesman for the committee, John 
Niesen. is quoted in Friday's 
Post- 


Crescent as saying that because the 
cities of Appleton and 
Kaukauna do 


not carry their insurance in 
mutual 


companies that it is the general prac- 
tice to place such insurance in stock 
companies, and therefore Outagamie 
county should deal only with stock in- 
surance companies. 


The strange part of this explanation, 


it seems to us, is that it only compli- 
cates the action of the committee still 
further. It certainly offers no sound, 
sensible or intelligent reason why this 
$1,200 of the taxpayers' money should 
be so needlessly spent, for if the com- 
mittee had taken the time to investi- 
gate a little farther it would have found 
that the city of Appleton carries no 
compensation or liability insurance of 
any kind whatsoever, and 
therefore 


patronizes neither mutual nor stock 
companies for this class of insurance. 


If it is an argument that Outagamie 


county should buy a type of insurance 
because other governmental units are 
doing it the committee might have 
looked around to see what some of its 
neighboring counties are doing in this 
matter. 
To its disappointment, we 


think, it would have found nearly all of 
its neighbors buying mutual insurance, 
and from Wisconsin corporations at 
that. Here are a list of some nearby 
counties which find it economical and 
advisable.to buy this kind of insur- 
ance: Winnebago, Calumet, Manito- 
woc, Kewaunee, Fond du Lac, Green 
Lake, Dodge. A rather representative 
list, we should say, since two of our 
neighboring counties, Shawano and 
Waupaca, do not carry compensation 
insurance at all. 
Surely the general 


practice, as Mr. Niesen would have the 
taxpayers believe, was not the real 
reason for the committee's action. If it 
were then by their own argument they 
would have placed this insurance with 
a mutual company as other counties 
are doing. Then too, if Mr. Niesen and 
his committee had 
cared to 
inform 


themselves they would have found that 
fully 90 per cent of the industrial com- 
panies of Outagamie county carry this 
class of insurance in mutual companies. 
Showing again that placing this type 
of insurance with stock companies is 
not the general practice. 


The committee might have said, but 


it did not, that part of this saving of 
$1,200 is an anticipated dividend, and 
no mutual company could give them 
positive assurance that such a dividend 
would be earned. This is true, but past 
experience should count for something 
and it is an indisputable fact that had 
Outagamie county carried this insur- 
ance during the last five years.with the

SENATE PASSES TARIFF BILL 
Passage of the Hawlcy-Sinoot tariff 


bill is another inauspicious event for 
the Hoover administration.

earnings and confidence in the future. 
The break in the market was due to 
causes which entirely exclude the tar- 
iff. 
The Hawley-Smoot bill is a flag- 


rant violation of the president's 
de- 


clared purpose of increasing duties on 
agricultural products as a part of the 
program of farm relief. 
It has been 


condemned by more than one thous- 
and of the country's leading econo- 
mists. The retail trade and many in- 
dustrialists have denounced it. It has 
been protested by every country with 
which we trade and jeopardizes our fu- 
ture good commercial relations with 
them. Canada already is on the way to 
tariff retaliation which will favor Brit- 
ish products at the expense of Amer- 
ican.

yer and statesman, was born at Primrose, Wis. 


Ho 
was graduated from the University of 


Wisconsin, studied law there, and Mas admitted 
to the bar in 1SSO. After serwnff as a district 
attorney oC Dane- County, he was elected to Con- 
gress, 
whore, as a member o£ tho \Vais and 


Means Committee, ho helped draft tho McKmley 
tariff bill. In IflOl he w.'ia elected governor of 
Wisconsin, but resinned in being elected to the 
United States Senate. TIo wao rc-olccted for three 
succcedinc; terms. 


L,a Follelto made Important contributions to- 


ward 
raihond regulation and other public re- 


forms and came to be regarded as one of the 
ablest debaters In tho Senate. In Maich, 3917, he 
led the historic filibuster nqamft 
authorizing 


President WiKon to aim merchant ships against 
German 
submarines. When tho United States 


entered the "uar he became a pronounced paci- 
fist. 


To him chiefly was due the Investigation dis- 


closing tho Teapot Dome lease irregularities of 
1924. Later in the same year he was nominated 
for president by the Progressive party and re- 
ceived nearly 5,000.000 votes In the ensuing- elec- 
tion. On his death the following year his son, 
Robert M. La Follette, was elected to fill his un- 
expired term, and has since served.

FRAILS MAY FIND SERMONS IN 
SCONES AND GOOD IN INSULIN. 


This way 
from normal, 
people 


come invarious forms, thus: Plump, 
corpulent, stout, fat, obese, and ele- 
phantine, or that way thus: Slender, 
slim, slight, frail, scrawny, and ema- 
ciated. 


Today let us treat those at frail 


and points north. 


There are two types of frails, and 


wo don't mean slims. First, poor 
things that are just dying to gain a 
little flesh but can't make any head- 
way because somehow they never 
have enough appetite and so they 
can eat only so much and they are 
thtough. Second, tho unhappy ones 
wljio have astonishingly large appe- 
titjcs and are always eating- but nev- 
ertheless remain always 
painfully 


lenn and 
hungry-looking. 
I often 


wonder which of the two I'd rather 
be if I had to be one, and I think I'd 
rather be the other. 


The first type, poor mights, veri- 


table walking skeletons, with bird- 
liko appetites, 
forever 
seeking a 


good tonic or something1, never ac- 
cumulating- an extra pound for more 
than a week or two—, seldom de- 
velop diabetes, tho it might be better 
for them If they did. 


The second type of frail, with the 


appetite of a whale and the build of 
a shad, includes a considerable num- 
ber of individuals who are really in 
the incipient stage of diabetes. I do 
not mean to suggest that every skin- 
ny or emaciater person who cats a 
reat deal yet fails to gain weight or 


flesh is destined, to have diabetes. I 
believe only a minority of such per- 
sons do develop frank diabetes.

treatment too seriously. If your doc- 
tor is not informed about the pro- 
priety and the benefits of Insulin

Chicago Papers 
Resolved 


That Lingle's Death Shall 
Be Avenged

Chicago—<CPA)—A fourth -method 


of meeting the reign of lawlessness 
that has grown from applied pro- 
hibition in Chicago, now is to be at- 
tempted. 
Three 
distinct 
plans, 


each given a thorough teat in the 
past, have failed. 


This time the newspapers, inde- 


pendent of the official forces whose 
efforts have been increasingly fu- 
tile, are pledging themselves to un- 
dertake the task. Seven local publi- 
cations—the Daily Illustrated Times, 
the Daily News, the Evening Ameri- 
can, the Evening Poet, the Herald 
and Examiner, the Journal of Com- 
merce and the Tribune, signed and 
published today the following resolu- 
tion: 


"The intolerable outrages of the 


past year against civic decency and 
public security in Chicago have cul- 
minated dramatically in the coward- 
ly murder 
of Alfred 
J. Lingle, a 


newspaper reporter. 


"The undersigned Chicago 
daily 


newspapers interpret that murder as 
an especially significant 
challenge 


to the millions of decent citizens Who 
have suffered the vicious activities, 
in defiance of law and order, of some 
paltry hundreds .of criminal vag- 
rants known as gangsters. 


"Considering the causes and the 


connotations 
of 
the 
unbelievable 


total of one hundred gang murders 
in little more than a year and acting 
in accord and unison, we pledge our 
organizations and our resources to 
the clean-up of gang, police, official 
and any other 
public 
viciousness 


wherever it may appear, in order 
that corruption and the 
resulting 


gang activities may be brought to 
an end and thereby restoring to the 
citizens of Chicago civic 
decency 


and security of life and property." 


PRESS ABOUT TO STRIKE" 


If carried 
into full effect, 
this 


agreement of Chicago 
newspapers 


would throw into the fight investiga- 
torial forces that 
could 
paratyze 


corrupt officials and police. 
From 


the standpoint of the city, it is the 
most .hopeful development 
in 
the 


years of underworld turmoil. 


It follows seven years of more or 


less futile official effort applied un- 
der three distinct plans.

The growing importance of world markets for Amer- 


ican manufactured products has been emphasized by 
recent protests 
of various American • industrialists 


against a high tariff wall. Not many years ago, when 
the bulk of American exports was in food and raw 
materials, American manufacturers were concerned 


only with the domestic market. Then they were inclined to favor a tariff 
which would keep out foreign-made goods. 


Now all that is changed. At the present time practically 60 per cent of 


all exports from the United States are finished manufactured products. 
This is a sharp gain over one year ago when 54 per cent of exports were 
in finished manufactures. 


It is significant that during the current year even in the face of trade 


depression the export trend away from crude products and toward manu- 
factured goods has continued. The largest decline in exports thus far 
this year, for Instance, was the case of cotton, and the greatest increase 
in the case of agricultural machinery. 


The largest volume of American exports is unmanufactured cotton, 


totaling $770,830,000. Next comes automobiles and vehicles, totaling $588,- 
02,000. 
Machinery exports, including industrial, agricultural and elec- 


trical, total $539,000,000. 


In view of these facts it is not to be wondered at that many Ameri- 


can manufacturers and economists are against high tariff walls because 
as has been aptly expressed, "countries cannot permanently continue to 
buy of us unless they re permitted to sell to us, and the more we restrict 
the importation of goods from them by means of ever higher tariffs, the 
more we reduce the possibility of our exporting to them."

As long as 
conditions were stable in China she 
vas able to take a very large part 
if the world's annual silver produc- 
ion, but now in the throes of vir- 
ual revolution, her purchasing pow- 
31- ia low. Instead of seeking more 
ilver China is beginning to sell It. 
Chinese speculators have dumped 
arge 
holdings in the past two 


nonths. India, the other chief con- 
umer, is in the process of changing 
rom a silver standard to a gold 
itandard. In order to unload the ti- 
lian Government's surplus holdings 
f silver bullion, India has placed 
. heavy import duty against the 
metal. This naturally throws huge 
guantiti.es of silver on the world 
market. 


Another potent cause for the de- 


ilme is the debasement and demone- 
ization of silver currencies of Great 
Britain and Europe. This releases 
mportant quantities of bullion, tend- 
ng further to depress prices. The 
ontent of the British coins has been 
markedly reduced. France has sold 
about 9,000,000 ounces during the 
last year.

RADIO COMMISSION 


EXPELLS OLD IDEA 


OF KILLING STATIC 


Stations of 5,000 Watts 


Over Can Operate on Same 
Channel, It Says

Washington—(CPA)—The engineer- 


ing theory that super-powered broad- 
casting stations must have exclusive 
channels if interference for the list- 
ener is to be averted, has been dis- 
carded by the federal radio commis- 
sion. 


Although the commission has taken 


no active steps to eliminate the clear 
ed channel, set aside two years ago 


r the primary purpose of serving 


the rural listener, it has adopted a 
new formula which completely breaks 
down the fundamental engineering 
principles of channeling heretofore 
observed. 
It has determined that 


stations of 5,000 watts and over can 
be duplicated on the same channels 
without undue interference for the 
listeners in the "consistent service 
areas" of such stations. 


Specifically, the new formula con- 


cludes that it is possible to assign 
stations of 5,000 watts, now* accorded 
exclusive channels, on the same chan- 
nel at a minimum separation of 1,850 
miles. 
Similarly, 10,000 watt sta- 


tions need be separated only by 2,- 
200 miles, 15,000 watts by 2,400 miles 
25,000 watts by 2,600 miles and 50,- 
000 watts by 3,000 miles. 


DOUBLE UP STATIONS 


In other words it holds that It is 


possible to double up stations on op- 
posite sides of the country, and even 
length-wise and diagonally across the 
country, on the channels upon which 
only one station now operates dur- 
ing evening hours. It was on the 
advice of leading radio engineers of 
the country, given move than two 
years ago, that the 
commission 


worked out its allocation of stations 
so that no station of more than 5,000 
watts could be duplicated on the 
same channel within the continental 
limits of the United States. 


No public or formal announcement 


yet has been made of the commis- 
sion's move. That the new formula 
has been adopted was disclosed in a 
legal 
document submitted to the 


court of appeals. 
The table itself 


was hidden away in this rather vol- 
uminous statement. 


Prefacing the table, the commission 


explains that based upon data devel- 
oped by its engineering division, it 
has adopted the chart "as a standard 
for determining the minimum mile- 
age separation which should exist be- 
tween stations of equal power oper- 
ating on the same and adjacent fre- 
quencies." 


LIMIT POWER 


It is seriously contended that bet-

STEEL FAVORABLE 


The steel situation surprised many 


authorities by its favorable aspect 
The decline in unfilled1 tonnage in 
the industry was less than antici 
pated. The demand for pig iron is 
strong and consistent, indicating tha 
the mills anticipate a good volume of 
business. 
Production schedules in 


the last week have been maintained 
or increased. 


Retail sales of automobiles have 


been surprisingly active in both the 
new and used car fields. 
This Is 


about the best news that could be 
brought to the automobile manufac 
turers, for it is giving them confl 
dence in their present 
production 


schedules. 
Their chief worry at the 


moment lies in the inactivity of the 
foreign markets. 


Building activities have shown a 


tendency to slow down. 
There is 


some talk of curtailment of employ- 
ment, or of lower schedules, but 
the latter is not likely to make any 
progress beyong the "talking" stage. 
The argument advanced is that build- 
ing materials have decreased in cost 
without a corresponding decrease in 
labor cost. 
On the other side, it is 


asserted that a decrease in wages, 
and consequently in buying power, 
would be as great a detriment to the 
industry as an increase in material 
prices. 


ELECTRICITY IN DEMAND 
The demand for electrical current 


is one of the factors bringing con- 
fidence to the business body. It is 
being maintained at a figure equal 
to or about that for June 1929. This 
demand for electrical 
current has 


been of the utmost benefit to the 
fuel industry, since emphasis today 
Is being laid primarily on the pro- 
duction of current by 
fuel rather 


than by waterpower. 
The demand 


has increased the consumption of 
coal and improved the position of 
the coal operators and miners. 
It 


has also aided the oil industry and 
opened outlets for the sale of natural 
gas at profitable prices. 


Production of crude oil is run- 


ning at an overage rate of about 
2,5888,000 barrels, advancing some- 
what one week and receding' the 
next. The significant fact, however, 
is that the refinery figures for the 
country show *hat plants are run- 
ning at better than 90 per cent of 
potential refining. Possibility of the 
reduction of heavy gasoline stocks, 
therefore, is not bright despite the 
strong consumptive demand. 


Textile plants are showing improve- 


ment, but the fact remains that in 
the last month 275,800,000 yards of 
goods were produced and only 66.9 
per cent of this amount sold, while 
stocks on hand amounted to over 
450,000,000 yards. 


Commodity prices in general de- 


clined six-tenths of 1 per cent. 


Government crop reports were en- 


couraging for the grain growers, al- 
though the season is not sufficiently 
advanced to make these reports con- 
clusive, Packing house products are 
selling well, with ocacsional drops 
in demand for dressed beef during 
exceedingly hot periods. Collections 
are showing improvement, according 
to the National Association of credit 
men.
